AN ACT Rel ating to studying electronic nonitoring as an alternative
to incarceration; creating new sections; and providing an expiration
dat e.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature believes that electronic
monitoring, as an alternative to incarceration, is a proper and cost-
effective nethod of punishnment and supervision for many crimnal
of f ender s. The legislature further finds that advancenents in
el ectronic nonitoring technol ogy have made the technol ogy nore conmon
and acceptable to crimnal justice system personnel, policynakers, and
t he general public.

In an effort to reduce prison and jail populations, many states

are increasing their utilization of electronic nonitoring. However,
Washi ngton state's use of electronic nonitoring has been relatively
st agnat e.

The intent of this act is to determ ne what el ectronic nonitoring
policies and progranms have been inplenented in the other forty-nine
states, in order that Washington state can learn fromthe other states
experi ences.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) The Washington association of sheriffs
and police chiefs shall conduct a conprehensive study on electronic
monitoring in every state. The study shall review and anal yze each
state's activity regarding electronic nonitoring. Specifically, the
study shal |l include:

(a) How often electronic nonitoring i s used;

(b) A description of laws and circunstances of when an offender is
pl aced on el ectronic nonitoring;

(c) The discovery and anal ysis of specific prograns used to pronote
el ectronic nonitoring and how they are operated;

(d) The type of electronic nonitoring technol ogy used;

(e) Evaluation of offender pay prograns and the anount of noney
recovered fromthese prograns;

(f) Overall perceptions of electronic nonitoring fromthe crimnal
justice comunity, and any real or perceived problens or concerns with
el ectroni c nonitoring;

(g Estinmates on savings realized by utilizing electronic
nmoni t ori ng.

(2) The findings and any recomendations from the study shall be
placed into a final report and presented to the legislature no |ater
t han Decenber 31, 2005.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act expires Decenber 31, 2005.
